Fortescue Cuming, a New 
York businessman, owned 
Jand in the new state of Ohio 
and wanted to see it for him- 
self. Since he was in no hurry 
to get home again, he decided 
to walk. 

He set off on foot from 
Philadelphia on January 7, 
1807, with a wagon carrying 
his baggage. His travels would 
take him across Pennsylvania 
and Ohio and back to Pitts- 
burgh. The following year he 
made a second trip by boat 
down the Ohio River and the 
Mississippi with an extended 
tour by land through Missis- 
sippi Territory. 

A Pittsburgh bookseller 
published Cuming’s journal in 
1810, adding an equal amount 
of material from other sources. 

/ Cumin’s Sketches of a Tour to 
the Western County was re- 
printed in 1904, but very few 
libraries have copies of either 
the original or the reprint. I 
found a copy of the 1810 edi- 
tion in the Newberry Library 
in Chicago. On his trav- 
els Cuming took particular 
notice of the Scotch-Irish he 
met on the way, since he was 
himself an emigrant from 
County Tyrone. 

He crossed the 
Susquehanna River at Cham- 
bers’ Ferry, three miles below 
Harrisburg, Pennsylvania. He 
stopped on the road to Carlisle. 

“Here I found a tall active 
old man of the name of 
Jameson, 76 years of age, who 
had crossed the ferry with me, 
and had afterwards passed me 
on the road, on horseback, He 
had accompanied his parents 
from the County Antrim in Ire- 
land when only six years old, 
had resided 36 years at Paxton, 
near where Harrisburg has 
since been built (where he had 

‘been on business) and had af- 
terwards removed to a part of 
Virginia about 200 miles dis- 
‘tant, where he has a large farm 
and distillery.” ;

Unfortunately I missed the 
opportunity to finish this ar- 
ticle in time to be published in 
the past Family Free. With my 
wife’s visit over the Christmas 
holidays and then an unex- 
pected bout with cancer I 
didn’t really dedicate the time 
to many of the things I had 
begun. As I attempt to meet 
this deadline itagain comes at 
the very last minute with Beth 
pacing back and forth in the 
US trying to keep space open 
for me. 

In my last article I told you 
there are many things chang- 
ing in the Council of Scottish 
Clans and Associations 
(COSCA) from which you will 
teap the benefits both at the 
games, through the Internet, 
and we hope ways to improve 
our societies and associations. 
It 1s for the latter that I want to 
focus my attention here. 

Many have insisted that 
I’ve taken the reigns of 
COSCA at a critical point in 
the existence of Scottish Clans 
and Associations. Charles 
LaSalle, from Flushing, MI, 
best expressed this view when 
he cited that organizations to- 
day suffer from a combination 
of problems. I agree with his 
view that many of our groups 
face serious problems with 
declining membership, ad- 
vancing average age in their 
membership, difficulty in at- 
tracting members under the 
age of fifty, leadership that 
hasn’t changed for a number 
of years, difficulty in finding 
individuals who will accept 
positions as officers, and dif- 
ficulty motivating their mem- 
bership to become active in 
organizational affairs and 
events. 

These problems are not 
new but many of you to whom 
I’ve talked with in the past 
have had difficulty putting this 
into something tangible to help 
your group. Charles, on the 
other hand, has documented in 
a paper titled, “Is the Past Our 
Future Of Do We Have One 
At All?” in which he expresses 
the pending seriousness our 
groups face. 

Reading through this ar- 
ticle two exceptions to:what it

focus on came to mind but I 
know there are more of you out 
there. Not everyone can have 
as many members as Clan 
Donald so that you have to in- 
voke specific criteria before 
accepting new members. Clan 
Henderson is the only group I 
am aware of that has the low- 
est membership fee and main- 
tains a rapidly growing, fam- 
ily oriented focus. Most of the 
other organizations are some- 
where in between and as such 
I feel reading Charles 
LaSalle’s article may help you 
and your organization to effect 
the change: you are trying to 
make. 

In addition to the societal 
factors that contribute to the 
problems our organizations 
face today the ability and will- 
ingness of organizational man- 
agement to recognize and deal 
with the impact of these trends 
is a deep source of concern. 

Without serious examina- 
tion of challenges facing us 
today your organization risks 
any chance of having a long- 
range future. Without commit- 
ment to effective plans of ac- 
tion, that risk increases. After 
discussions with officers and 


members of anumber of Scot- 
tish groups over the years, 
Charles LaSalle found that too 
few are examining the impact 
that societal change is having 
on their operations. Even 
fewer seem to engage in long 
range planning within the or- 
ganizations to counter the im- 
pact these changes are having. 

Too often observers of the 
celebration of Scottish heritage 
may feel that the appreciation 
of the history, culture and tra- 
ditions of our forebears is ina 
healthy state. They point to the 
attendance at highland games 
and the demand level for pip- 
ers to perform at special occa- 
sions such as weddings “and 
funerals However, Charles se- 
riously questions whether 
these indicators adequately 
measure the dedication Ameri- 
can Scots have to their heri- 
tage. 

Games attendance and the 
hiring of pipers for ceremonial 
_purposes has little 1f any. rela- 
‘tion to the success and longev- 








ity of clan organizations or 
Scottish groups. These forms 
of celebration may well con- 
tinue long after any formal 
Scottish organization has left 
the scene. 

Charles expresses a fear 
that in the next few years, for- 
mal clan organizations and so- 
cieties will cease to play as sig- 
nificant a role in celebrating 
our Scottish heritage as we are 
doing today. Charles’ paper 
deserves your attention and I 
have asked and received his 
permission to reprint it here. 

If you have no long-range 
concerns for the viability of 
celebrating our heritage 
through effective and dynamic 
Scottish organizations, you 
may put aside this article. If 


you have no incentive to be- — 


come part of the solution, then 
go no further. However, if you 
share some concern about the 
future of your organization, it 
is my hope you will add some 
of the ideas contained herein 
to your mental agenda. I hope 
that you will be able to get oth- 
ers in your organizations to 
seriously consider what might 
be done. 

Elements of this article 
pose significant challenges to 
the future of many organiza- 
tions, Scot and non-Scot, to- 
day. Unless effective ways are 
found to adapt to them, the fu- 
ture of your organization may 
be in the past.

| he beginnings of this 
story are typically

~ of mist, as there was a Johnny 


Blue, cousin to the daughter of 
the great-grandfather of Ronald 
Reagan, 40" President of the 
United States of America. 

Johnny Blue and his fam- 
ily lived in Kintyre in the 19" 
century, plied the nearby waters 
for lobster and was a reportedly 
well-known character on the 
west coast of Scotland. He was 
also a distiller who had a busi- 
ness partnership with a black- 
smith and cooper named 
Donald Mackinlay. 

Johnny Blue rapidly be- 
came famous for his two grades 
of distillation - moonlight and 
daylight. 

The difference between the 
two grades was that the former 
had twice the strength as did the 
latter. 

Donald Mackinlay had 
rather ingeniously devised spe- 
cialized barrels for slated but- 
ter that had an inner compart- 
ment for the whisky. Such de- 
ception permitted the evasion of 
the watchful eye of the excise- 
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Cargo was shipped in this 
manner regularly through 


-Grogport on the Mull of 


Kintyre to Saltcoats in Ayrshire 
where the local miners readily 
consumed it. 

In: 1809, °° Charlese 
Mackinlay was born in Ayr- 
shire. In 1815, John Hunter, a 
tea, wine and spirit merchant 
was trading at 109 High Street, 
Edinburgh. 

In 1824, at age 15, Charles 
Mackinlay became indentured 
to John Hunter. The document 
attesting to this relationship is 
in the possession of Charles’ 
great-great-grandson, Donald, 
and was witnessed by two mer- 
chants, a writer and a surgeon. 

After some lack of success 
in the original venture as well 
as in normal trading, John 
Hunter joined Walker Johnston 
& Co., Cassell’s Place, Leith. — 

Somewhere between 
1825-1826, Walker Johnston & 
Co. relocated to 4 Great Junc- 
tion Street, Leith. At the same 
time, Charles Mackinlay was 
accepted as a staff member. 

_ In 1830, Walker Johnston 
& Co. moved again to 104 Con-

rent variations. Twelvepenny 
land pays 16 merks of butter 
plus L1 4s Scots per merk. 
Ninepenny land pays 12 merks 
of butter and L1 Scots per 
merk. Sixpenny land pays 8 
merks of butter and 1s Scots 
per merk. When rent is paid 
in money, each merk of butter 
is converted at 2-1/2d., or 5sa 
lispund. This is not a high con- 
version rate as a merk is 1-1/3 
English Ibs. (Delting, i. 397-9). 


Let us pause a moment. 
By now, I am certain most of 
my learned readers are becom- 
ing confused by these mea- 
surements and fee terms. Can 
you imagine how our unedu- 
cated Scottish great grandfa- 


thers, moving from one farm 
region to another, fared when 
they took their meager amount 
of farm products to sell to the 
“sharpie” produce and money 
merchants of Glasgow? 
“Skinned” would be an appro- 


priate summation, even if — 


great-great-grandfather was 
aware of what happened to 
him on his shopping trip. Like 
as not he didn’t! In addition to 
the already discussed require- 
ments the tenant, if he didn’t 
provide “services”, his family 
owed 40 d, plus a hen (4d.) and 
a cock (2d.) for every two 
merks of land. Additionally to 
the above tenants paid 
“corn’teind”. For each merk 
of land the payment varied 
from four merks of butter and 
one half can of oil to two merks 
of butter and one third can of 
oil. They likewise paid the 
“cess” and other dues “catt”, 
“wattle”, and “oxpenny”, 
which varied from 4d. or 5d. 
to 12d. or 13d. a merk of land. 
(Delting , 1 397-9) The dis- 
couraged tenant must have 
surely believed their farm life 
purpose was to pay! After all 
of the above , little of their 
labor’s produce was left for 


their personal enjoyment. Bae

The Invasion of England 





The Jacobite Army in England 1745, The Final 
Campaign by Frank McLynn, noted author and 
visiting professor at the University of Strathclyde 
avhen this book was published in 1998, is the retelling 
of the auld, auld story using the most recent research. 
McLynn, author of many articles on Jacobites in 
Ireland, Scotland, France and England, has written a 
gripping historical tale of great significance that the 
average reader will take to very quickly. 

No detail seems to escape this writer’s mind: 
at Carlisle, it was the fog and mist during the siege; 
the bright moonlight during the clash at Clifton; the 
frustration and rage of Bonnie Prince Charlie at 
Derby; a General named Oglethorpe who overslept at 
Orton and later faced his own court martial; a penny- 
pinching Marshall Wade whose soldiers nearly froze 
to death; and a spy named Dudley Bradstreet who 
reported to the Duke of Newcastle and was a double 
agent. These are only a few of the pearls found in 
this book. 

Everyone and anyone who claims to be a 
student of the 45 should read this well-researched 
book. It provides a meticulous daily narrative of the 
events surrounding the powerfully compelling, yet 
enigmatic figure of Bonnie Prince Charlie during the 
invasion into and retreat out of England from 
November to December 1745, when he felt his own 
leaders had deserted him. 

Briefly, the book covers not just the failure 
to enlist English Jacobites who refused to join Prince 
Charlie, but also notably the Scottish Lowlanders’ 
failure to come out. The presence of the sheer 
numbers of Highlanders marching south unchecked 
by none of the three armies of George I] caused him 
to pack the crown jewels on board a ship on the 
Thames to be ready for quick sailing back to 
Germany, if necessary. London was not only filled 
with curiosity and concern, but there is evidence of 
panic, packing and moving out by ordinary citizens, 


as well as the Royal Family. After all, the 
Highlanders were only 120 miles from London, a 
mere six-day march, when they turned back to 
Scotland. 

¥ This account of daily events while the 
Highlanders were in England is full of happenings 
never before brought to the public at large. A few 
examples are: why the Prince had to leave Edinburgh 
and march south and the one vote margin that led to 
this decision; desertion was much less in England 
than previously reported; the lack of officers blamed 
for English Jacobites not joining the Prince; the diet 
enjoyed by Highlanders during invasions was 
probably superior to their normal one; hardy, 
barefoot Highlanders could march up to 30 miles a 
day under the right conditions, and they actually

marched 35 miles on one particular day; the 
encounter of thick fog so dense “a man could hardly 
see his horse’s ears”; and one I love - when the 
Highlanders crossed the River Esk and sat foot on 


English soil, they drew their swords, wheeled left, 


and: faced Scotland which they _ saluted 
superstitiously. 

Let me mention one last incident. When 
Manchester constable William Fowden was 


summoned to appear before Lord Pitsligo at the 
Bull’s Head inn, he boldly and foolhardily asked by 
what authority he was commanded and summoned. 
Pitsligo clapped his hand on his sword, pulled in 
partly out, and said, “By this!” There are many such 
incidents in this book of daily encounters between the 
Highlanders and the English people, as well as of the 
Prince and his English subjects. By the way, the 
quote for this article’s heading was uttered by John 
Lake at Carlisle as he marched at the head of Perth’s 
troops with a large walking stick in hand, striking 
several people in the street, saying “Damn you, make 
way, for the Prince is coming!” It is said he later 
became a prisoner at Carlisle, and if indeed that were 
true, he, too, would have been executed along with 
most of the others of the 250 men in the Manchester 
regiment when Cumberland recaptured the border 
city. It is said by some that leaving this English 
regiment to defend the castle was an act of revenge 
by Prince Charlie against the English for failing to 
join his cause. 

This book will cost you £16 in Scotland or 
about $30 here in the States when you add in the 
postage to get the book over the pond. It is a good 
book, worthy of anyone’s library, no matter how big 
or how small. John Donald Publishers Limited in 
Edinburgh has done us a big favor by bringing this 
book to us. 

I hope you read a book between now and the 
next issue. Buy or borrow a book and learn more 


about the land for which our ancestors fought and 
died, no matter which side they supported. See you 
next issue.

stitution Street, Leith and, much 
later (1960), to Salamander 
(then, it was Bath) Street. 

Charles Mackinlay mar- 
ried Isabella Caverhill in 1834, 
and following the deaths of both 
George Walker and Robert 
Johnston, Charles assumed as 
partner in 1839. 

In late 1842, Walker 
Johnston & Co. was dissolved 
by mutual consent, partnership 
was established with William 


Deans, and the business was - 


renamed, Mackinlay & Deans. 


This partnership was dissolved 


in July 1847. Thus, in 1847, 
Charles Mackinlay & Co. was 
born. 

It is said that young Mr. 
Charles used to enjoy a round 
of golf on the nearby course at 
Leith, and it was to match this 
sporting spirit that he conceived 
The Original Mackinlay. 

Charles was appointed a 
Baillie of the Leith town coun- 


first on Queen Victoria Street 
then to Crutched Friars. Thus, 
Mackinlays Vatted Old 
Benvorlich, probably one of the 
first blended Scotch whiskies to 
be marketed, was introduced to 
London. 

An early account was es- 
tablished with the Refreshment 
Department at the House of 
Commons. Whisky was still 
being provided there as late as 
22 December 1885, according 
to aletter from Alexander Gor- 
don & Co., Ltd, Pro & Es. 

Charles Mackinlay & Co. 
purchased Corbett Borthwicks 
Warehouse, East Old Dock, 
Leith, in 1875. Notable 
Mackinlay & Co. employees 
included James Buchanan 
(1879), Thomas Dewar (cash- 
ier, 1881) and James Watson 
(1891). 

. In 1885, James Buchanan 
left the Company to found 
Black & White Scotch Whisky 


cil in 1849. He was later of- 
fered a provostship but declined 
owing to ill health. 

Having built a highly suc- 
cessful distilling company, 
Charles died, aged 58, at 14 
Pilrig Street, Leith in 1867. 
Charles son, James, who had 
apprenticed to Buchan & 
Johnston, Chandlers, Leith as 
well as to Lawrie Son & 
Nephew, London, assumed re- 
sponsibility for running the 
Company. He took in his 
brother, Charles W. Mackinlay, 
as a partner, with James han- 
dling sales and Charles W., the 
financial duties. 

During the same year, the 
Edinburgh & Leith Wholesale 
Wine & Spirit Association was 
formed, with James Mackinlay 
as Secretary. In 1875, the brand 
Mackinlays Vatted Old 
Benvorlich Scotch whisky is 
registered. In the late 1870s, 
London offices were opened, 








and became Lord 
Woolavington. James 
Mackinlay and John Birnie 
built the Glen Mohr Distillery, 
Inverness, trading as 
Mackinlays & Birnie, Ltd. 
Working with a Frenchman 
named Saladin, this distillery 
became the first to install a 
Saladin box (during the 1950s), 
which was to revolutionize the 
malting process. In 1894, 
Charles Mackinlay & Co., Ltd, 
acquired several important 
agencies: Taylor Fladgate & 
Yeatman, Oporto Sancho 
Romate Hermanas, Jerez 
Bruninghurst, Beaune Louis 
Olanier & Co., Cognac Pinet 
Castillion & Co., Cognac 
Ayalia & Co., Champagne. 
Sadly, Charles W. 
Mackinlay died in Inverness in 
1896. The same year, James 
Mackinlay took into partner- 
ship both his eldest son, 


Charles, and Thomas Dewar. 











Charles Mackinlay marrics 
Edith Crabbie, daughter of 
John Crabbie of John Crabbie 
& Co. Ltd., Great Junction 
Street, Leith, in 1898. 

In the same year, James 
Thomson leaves Mackinlays 
for a wholesale firm in London 
but returns to Mackinlays as 
their London manager in 1903. 

In 1905, the Mackinlay 
Company builds a new bonded 
warehouse, Charlotte Strect, 
Leith, for bottling. In 1907, Sir 
Earnest Schackleton, explorer, 
asked the Company to supply 
the official Scotch whisky for 
his Antarctic expedition to the 
South Pole. This momentous 
trip began aboard the S.S. /n- 
durance. 

Empty bottles of The 
Original Mackinlay were dis- 
covered by a later expedition, 
still standing on Schackleton’s 
base-camp desk.

was named John Jameson. By 
his account, the Jamesons 
came from County Antrim in 
1736 or 1737 and settled in 
Paxton Township, Lancaster 


County, Pennsylvania. Fam- 


ily members owned land there 
on the earliest extant tax lists 
(dating from 1755 on); John 
Jameson disappeared from the 
tax roll when he went to Vir- 
ginia in 1771. 

Jameson was proud of his 
service with the Paxton Vol- 
unteers, a military company 
recruited by the Rev. John E]- 
der in the French and Indian 


War, recalling their “blue jack- - 


ets with scarlet binding,” and 
unapologetic about his role as 
one of the Paxton Boys who 
massacred the Conestoga Indi- 
ans in 1763. 

Cuming went on from 
Carlisle to Shippensburg. 
Once more on the road, he was 
“joined by another pedestrian 
traveller,” whose name he did 
not record. “He was a plain 
countryman from 
Downpatrick in the north of 
Ireland, who had formerly re- 
sided near Carlisle, from 
whence he had removed to the 
western part of the state.” 

A little later, on the way 
to Bedford, Pennsylvania, he 
met “five travellers from 
northwestern Pennsylvania 
(who were) on their way to 
Baltimore.” All five were 
from Northern Ireland and all 
were “packers” or peddlers 
going to buy a fresh assortment 
of goods to sell in the 
backcountry. 

After reaching Pittsburgh 
on foot, Cuming took a flat 
boat down the Ohio River as 
far as Portsmouth, Ohio. Later 
on, he crossed the river to see 
some land he owned near 
Maysville, Kentucky. \ Back in 
Ohio, Cuming stopped at 
Allen’s tavern at West Union 
in Adams County. There he 
met “an elderly man named 
Alexander, a cotton planter in 
the southwestern extremity of 
North Carolina, where he 
owns 64 Negro slaves besides 
his plantation-all acquired by 
industry-he having emigrated 
from Larne (County Antrim) in 
Ireland, in early life, with no 
property. He was now going 
to visit a brother-in-law near 
Chillicothe, Ohio.” 

The innkeeper was also an 


Ulsterman. “He himself is four ~~ 


years from Tandragee, in the 
County Armagh, Ireland, from 
whence he came with his fam- 
ily to inherit some property left 
him by a brother who had re- 
sided in Washington, Ken- 
tucky, but 200 acres of land 
adjoining my tract near 
Maysville was all he had been 
able to obtain possession of, 
although his brother had been 
reputed wealthy.” 

Cuming commented on 
the numbers of people who 
came to America to inherit 
property left by a rich relative, 
who turned out to be much less 
wealthy than his kinfolk sup- 
posed. 

On his way to Chillicothe, 
Cuming stopped at Bradley’s 
tavern. “Bradley and his wife 
are about 16 years from 
Stewartstown, County, 
Tyrone, and have a daughter 
lately married to a young shoe- 
maker.” The young couple 


lived in a nearby cabin and =~ 


Cuming went there to get his 
shoes mended. He found the 


' cobbler’s shop occupied by “a 


dozen stout young fellows who 
had been working repairing the 
road, and were now sheltering 


_ themselves from the increasing 


storm, and listening to some 
indifferent musick (sic) made 
by their host on a tolerably 
good violin. I proposed taking 
the violin while he repaired my 
shoes. He consented and sat 
down to the work, and ina few 
minutes I had all the lads jig- 
ging it on the floor merrily.” 

These are just a few of the 
snapshots of Scotch-Irish folk 
in Fortescue Cuming’s account 
of his travels on foot from 
Philadelphia to Chillicothe, 
Ohio.

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Sometimes, when we un- 
dertake to teach someone else 
a lesson, we learn one our- 
selves. I was reminded of this 
by a brief encounter with a 
man who told me he. was re- 
searching his Scots-Irish an- 
cestor in Colonial America. 

I asked the gentleman 
what he knew about the per- 
son. 

“ey  Theman said his ancestor 
had settled in Bucks County, 
Pa., in the 1650s and was a 
founder of a Presbyterian 
church there (the congregation 
at Neshaminy). 

Instinctively, I was skep- 
tical. “I doubt your man was 
Scots-Irish, “I said. 


“Yes he was,” the gentle- 
man replied. “I have docu-

ments proving it. He helped es- 
tablish the church. You should 
not be so sure of yourself.” 

And the gentleman 
walked away, very much an- 
noyed with me. Why did I 
sound off so quickly, before I 
had a chance to glean more 
information? 

The answer is the time 
period in question. 

Generally speaking, the 


Scots-Irish did not start com-— 


ing to America in any signifi- 
cant numbers until the early 
1700s. With only a few excep- 
tions, they were not here in the 
1650s. They certainly were not 
in Pennsylvania in the 1650s 
because William Penn did not 
receive his charter to settle the 
western side of the Delaware 
River until 1681, and did not 
come to America until 1682, 
when he organized three coun- 
ties: Bucks, Philadelphia, and 
Chester. 

Bucks was created from 
land occupied by a native tribe 
known as the Neshaminies, 
hence the name of the creek 
from which the Presbyterian 
church derived its name. 

We might explain my 


. informant’s reference to the 


1650s as a simple mistake; per- 
haps he meant the 1750s. But 





that can’t be true either, since 
the Presbyterian church at 
Neshaminy was organized in 
the 1720s, not the 1750s. If my 
informant’s ancestor helped 
start the church, he would have 
been in Bucks County 30 years 
earlier than my informant be- 
lieved. - 

What we have here is a 
case of poor communication. 

I should have taken time 
to obtain more information 
about the ancestor in question 
and about the documentation 
that supposedly proved the 
ancestor’s Scots-Irish roots. 

At the same time, the man 
with whom I was speaking 
should have been a little more 
curious as to why I reacted to 
his story the way I did. 

Both of us became pre- 
maturely defensive. 

In retrospect, I am per- 
fectly willing to accept that the 
gentleman’s ancestor was 
Scots-Irish. But the evidence 
has to support this conclusion. 


I encountered a similar - 


situation one day while attend- 
ing a Sunday morning service 
at a Presbyterian church in Vir- 
ginia. By chance, I sat next to 
a woman who told me she was 
descended from John 
Witherspoon, a Presbyterian 
minister who signed the Dec- 
laration of Independence. She 
said she did not know her ex- 
act connection to 
Witherspoon, only that her 
people came into South Caro- 
lina in the 1730s and estab- 
lished a plantation there. As it 
happens, I am familiar with 
John Witherspoon the Signer 
and the events that put him in 


Philadelphia in 1776. And 
something about the woman’s 
story made me suspicious. But 
this time, I kept my mouth shut 
until I could develop more 
data. 

There was indeed a John 
Witherspoon who was born in 
Scotland in 1670, relocated to 
Ireland when he was 25, and 
immigrated to South Carolina 
in 1734, taking up land in 
Williamsburgh Township. 
But, as is apparent from his 
date of birth, this man almost 
certainly could not have been 
the Signer, since someone born 
in 1670 would have been 106 
years old in 1776. 

Simply put, this John 
Witherspoon was the wrong 
generation to be the Signer. 
And the historical record con- 
firms this. 

John Witherspoon of 
South Carolina died in 1737, 

only three years after he 
brought his family to America. 
What about his children? 
Could John have had a son or 
grandson with the same given 
name who became one of the 
Founding Fathers? Theoreti- 
cally, yes. But we don’t need 
to pursue this, because the life 
of John Witherspoon the 
Signer is well documented. 

The Signer was born in 

1723 in Scotland, where he 
spent about two-thirds of his 
life. He only immigrated to the 
Colonies in 1768, eight years 
before he made his fateful jour- 
ney to Philadelphia. He settled 
in New Jersey, where he died 
at home in 1794. 

The lesson, again, is that 
our ancestors cannot be di-

vorced from history. Family 
stories have to make sense in 
the context of time and place. 
The “tools” we use to verify 
such stories are the old stand- 
bys of background reading and 
fact-checking. What were the 
settlement patterns of a par- 
ticular group or a particular 
location? Does the night name 
equal the right person? Could 
our ancestors have done what 
family tradition says they did? 
Or, are there inconsistencies in 

' the tradition that need to be 
explained? 

Keep in mind that most 
family stories fall in the cat- 
egory of myth. That is, they 
contain elements of truth but 
have acquired other compo- 
nents over the years. The trick 
is to separate the layers of fact 
and fiction and understand 
where the confusion or misin- 
formation may have occurred. 
To do this, you need to be both 


cautious and curious. Those — 


are skills that require some | 
work to cultivate. 

But the payoff is great. 

Exercising a little humil- 
ity when evaluating anecdotal 
data can be an educational ex- 
perience that helps avoid em- 
barrassing mistakes.

The 
Whigs nominated Taylor, but 
he didn’t find out about it until 
weeks after the convention. 
The letter informing him of the 
news arrived collect and he 
refused to pay the postage. So, 
they had to send him another 
letter, postpaid.

“Thank God I have lived to 
raise ‘Old Glory” on the dome 
of the capitol of Tennessee. I 
am now ready to die and go to 
my forefathers.” Until that 
moment, the term “Old Glory” 
was simply Driver’s personal 
name for his flag. The public- 
ity surrounding his action 
brought him fame, and gave 
national recognition to his pri- 
vate nickname. 

Thereafter, “Old Glory” 
was recognized as a synonym 
for the United States Flag. 
“Old Glory” measured 9 feet 
5 inches by 17 feet. It is now 
in the Smithsonian Institution.
